To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Eton  Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  to  you  this  my  37th  Annual  Report  relating  to 
the  year  1910, 1 am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  health  of  the 
district  appears  to  be  undergoing  satisfactory  improvement,  for  the 
death  rate  from  all  causes — 8 8 per  1000  of  the  estimated  popula- 
tion— shows  a decline  of  17  below  that  of  the  previous  year,  and 
3‘2  per  1000  below  the  average  rate  of  the  last  to  years,  1900 — 1909. 
As  in  the  preceding  year,  it  is  noteworthy  in  this,  that  of  the  207 
deaths  recorded,  no  less  than  83,  or  about  40  per  cent.,  were  of 
persons  who  had  attained  their  60th  year,  i being  upwards  of  90. 

The  zymotic  rate  last  year — -4  per  1000 — was  the  lowest  that 
has  been  recorded  in  the  36  years  1874 — 1909,  it  being  '4  lower 
than  that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  '5  below  the  average  of  the 
la  t 10  years. 
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In  the  Table  below  are  shown  the  number  of  fatal  and  non- 
fatal  cases  of  diphtheria,  croup,  scarlet  fever,  and  enteric  fever 
notified  in  each  year  for  the  decade  1901  — igio.

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Area  and  Population. — With  an  area  of  41,005  acres,  the 
parishes  or  parts  of  parishes  which  constitute  the  sanitary  district, 
have  a population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year,  of  23,277 
persons,  upon  which  number  the  birth  and  death  rates  in  this 
report  have  been  calculated. 


Birlhs. — During  the  year  the  registered  number  of  children 
born  alive  within  the  district  was  477 — 220  being  of  males,  and 
257  of  females.  This  number  shows  a decrease  of  40  below  the 
number  of  the  preceding  year,  and  is  equal  to  a rate  of  20*5  per 
1000  of  the  estimated  population,  against  22*3  and  22-5  per  1000 
in  the  2 preceding  years.  The  recorded  birth  rate  in  the  Eton 
Urban  district  last  year  was  10  6.  The  general  birth  rate  in  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  24'8  ; and  in  the  outer  ring  of 
suburban  districts  around  London  24-6  per  1000. 


Deaths. — From  all  causes  207  death  were  registered  during 
the  year,  102  being  of  male^,  and  105  of  females;  representing  a 
rate  of  only  8 8 per  1000;  against  io‘5  and  107  in  the  two 
preceding  years.  The  death  rate  last  year  in  the  Eton  Urban 
district  w'as  4 5.  The  general  death  rate  in  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  was  i3‘4  ; and  in  the  outer  ring  of  suburban  district 
around  London  10-5  per  1000. 


The  following  tables  shows  the  birth  and  death-rates  of  the 
constituent  parishes  of  the  district.  The  wdde  variations  in  the 
rates  should,  however,  be  referred  rather  to  the  inevitable 
accidental  variations  of  small  numbers,  than  to  differences  in  the 
health  condition  of  the  several  parishes.  Death  rates  in  such 
small  arears  as  parishes  only  become  useful  when  calculated  for 
a series  of  years,  by  which  means  the  accidental  variations  in 
single  years  correct  themselves.  I have,  therefore,  appended  in 
the  table  below  the  average  birth  and  death-rates  in  the  20 
preceding  years  : —

Mortality  at  Different  Age 


— The  207  registered  deaths  in- 


clude 47,  or  2 2*7  per  cent.,  of  children  under  5 years  of  age 
against  48,  or  ig‘8  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year;  28  of  children 
and  adults  between  5 and  25,  30  of  persons  between  25  and  50, 
29  between  50  and  60,  27  between  60  and  70,  36  between  70  and 
80,  19  between  80  and  90,  and  i upwards  of  90, 


Of  the  47  deaths  of  children  under  5 years  of  age  34  were  of 
infants  under  i year,  equal  to  a rate  of  7‘i  of  the  registered  births 
against  5‘2,  and  9*5  per  cent,  in  the  2 preceding  years.  For  pur- 
poses of  comparison  it  may  be  stated  that  the  rate  of  infant  mor- 
tality measured  in  this  manner  last  year  in  the  Eton  Urban 
District  was  8'o,  and  in  the  outer  ring  of  suburban  districts 
around  London  8’2.

— Of  the  20  inquest  cases,  6 deaths  were  re- 
turned from  accidents  and  6 from  natural  causes,  4 from  suicide, 
3 from  drowning,  and  1 from  suffocation.  One  of  the  deaths  from 
accident  and  i from  drowning  were  of  persons  unknown  in  the 
district. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — The  1 1 deaths  from  these  diseases  against 
19  in  the  preceding  year  include  6 from  diphtheria,  3 from  whoop- 
ing cough,  and  i each  from  measles  and  scarlet  fever.

Eriteric  Ftver. — No  death  from  this  disease.  Two  non-fatal 
cases  were  notified  in  i house  at  Horton  in  November.  I 
examined  the  premises  and  found  that  there  was  no  nroper 
drainage,  that  a disused  cesspool  close  to  dwelling  had  never 
been  properly  emptied,  and  that  the  water  supply  was  from  a 
small  stream. 

Erysipelas. — Four  non-fatal  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified; 
2 at  Iver  in  March,  and  z at  Burnham  in  May. 

Peurperai  Fever. — One  non-fatal  case  of  this  disease  was 
notified  at  Iver  in  November. 
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Isolation  Hospital  (for  Scarlet  Fever  only). — As  I have  before 
reported,  the  Hospital  has  2 wards,  one  for  either  sex,  each  having 
8 beds,  which  were  all  occupied  on  the  14th  November.  Of  the 
81  cases  notified,  62  were  admitted,  the  other  19  being  Ueated  at 
their  homes.  Of  those  admitted,  12  were  from  Langley,  ii  from 
Burnham,  8 from  Horton,  6 each  from  Hitcham  and  Denham,  5 
each  from  Stoke  and  Taplow,  3 from  Gerrards  Cross,  2 each  from 
Farnham  and  Hedgerley,  and  i each  from  Wraysbury  and 
Dorney.  Of  these  i ended  fatally, 

Impections. — On  receiving  report  of  nuisances  I have 
examined  the  premises,  and,  where  necessary,  given  instruc- 
tions to  your  Inspectors  concerning  them. 

On  disease  being  notified,  I have  enquired  into  its  cause,  and 
given  the  necessary  instructions  to  check  its  further  spread. 

Housing  of  the  Population. — Many  important  improvements 
have  from  time  to  time  been  made  in  this  respect  and  on  the 
whole  the  housing  of  the  population  of  the  district  may  be 
regarded  as  satisfactory. 

All  modern  dwellings  of  the  working  classes,  with  very  few 
exceptions,  contain  3 bedrooms,  living  room,  kitchen,  and  usual 
offices. 

The  older  ones  are  generally  comfortable,  and  in  fairly  good 
repair.  Some  have  been  altered  in  order  to  meet  present 
requirements,  but  a few  have  yet  to  be  dealt  with  in  this  respect. 

Many  of  the  older  class  have  large  gardens  attached.  In 
congested  areas  as  at  Colnbrook,  Iver,  and  Burnham,  the  premises 
at  rear  are  more  confined.  Nearly  all  have  ample  air  space  at 
the  rear ; and  on  the  assumption  that  each  house  in  the  district 
contains  4’5  persons — the  average  usually  allowed  for  Rural 
districts — it  may  be  calculated  that  there  are  5172  houses  in  the 
district.  Of  these  2751  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  various 
Companies’  mains. 
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All  dwellings  throughout  the  district,  have  now  each  a 
separate  w c.  or  E.c.

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Of  these  8 were  good,  and  to  the  houses  from  which  the  re- 
maining 1 1 were  taken,  pure  water  was  supplied,  in  3 instances 
from  mains  and  in  8 by  cleansing  wells. 

Wraysbury. — Of  the  6 samples  from  here,  2 were  good  and  4 
bad.  In  1902  the  Rickmansworth  Water  Company  laid  their  mains 
to  the  village,  and  45  houses  have  been  connected  with  them.  No 
connection  was  made  last  year. 

Iver. — Of  the  4 from  here,  i was  good,  2 doubtful,  and  i bad. 
In  1902  the  Rickmansworth  Water  Company  laid  their  mains 
here,  and  to  391  houses  connections  have  been  made,  including  41 
last  year. 

Stoke. — The  2 from  here  were  good.  In  1892  the  Slough 
Water  Company  laid  their  mains  to  parts  of  the  village,  and  78 
connections  in  their  vicinity  made,  including  9 last  year. 

Farnham. — Of  the  2 from  here  i was  good,  the  other  bad. 
During  the  year  water  has  been  laid  on  to  8 houses  from  the 
mains  of  the  Burnham  Water  Company  so  that  at  the  end  of  the 
year  239  houses  were  drawing  their  supply  from  them. 

Denham. — The  sample  from  here  was  good.  In  1992  the 
Rickmansworth  Water  Company  laid  their  mains  here  and  31 
houses  are  connected,  including  5 last  year. 

Datchet. — The  i from  here  was  doubtful.  In  1893  the  Slough 
Water  Company  laid  their  mains  here  and  324  houses  are 
connected,  including  3 last  year. 

Horton. — The  i from  here  was  good.  In  1902  the  Rick- 
mansworth Water  Company  laid  their  mains  here,  and  147  houses 
are  connected,  including  6 last  year. 

Gerrards  Cross. — The  one  from  here  was  doubtful.  In  1905 
the  Amersham  Water  Company  lain  their  mains  here,  and  231 
houses  are  connected,  including  25  last  year. 
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Langley. — The  one  from  here  was  bad.  In  1897  *^he  Slough 
Water  Company  laid  their  mains  here,  and  417  houses  are 
connected,  including  18  last  year. 

Fulmer. — In  1906,  the  Rickmansvvorth  Water  Company  laid 
their  mains  here,  and  9 houses  are  connected.  No  connection 
made  last  year. 

Burnham. — At  the  end  of  the  year  581  houses  in  the  Town 
were  drawing  their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Burnham  Water 
Company,  16  connections  having  been  made  during  the  year. 

Eton  Wick. — In  1889  the  Windsor  Water  Company  laid  their 
mains  here,  and  93  houses  are  connected.  No  connection  was 
made  last  year. 

Hitckam. — .At  the  end  of  the  year  56  houses  in  the  village 
were  drawing  their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Burnham  Water 
Company,  4 having  been  connected  during  the  year, 

Dorney. — The  Burnham  Water  Company  have  laid  their 
mains  to  parts  of  the  village,  but  no  connection  has  yet  been 
made 

Wexham. — In  1902  the  Slough  Water  Company  laid  their 
mains  here,  and  7 houses  connected.  No  connection  was  made 
last  year. 

Taplmv. — At  the  end  of  the  year  102  houses  in  the  village  were 
drawitig  their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Burnham  Water  Com- 
pany, 6 connecttons  having  been  made  during  the  year.

Main  Drainage. 

Burnham. — The  main  drainage  here  was  completed  in  July 
1909,  and  works  very  satisfactorily;  many  of  the  houses  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  sewers  being  connected, 

Ivet. — A scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  this 
village  is  now  in  full  working  order,  and  connections  thereto  are 
being  rapidly  made. 
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Gerrards  Cross. — A scheme  which  I strongly  urged  as  neces- 
sary for  sewage  disposal  for  this  parish  is  now  being  prepared  by 
your  Engineer  and  application  is  being  made  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  tor  sanction  to  borrow  money  for  carrying  it  out. 

Sewage  Disposal  — As  I have  before  stated,  cesspools  are  in 
general  use  throughout  the  district.  The  various  processes  in 
connection  with  emptying  them  continue  to  be  contracted  for  in  7 
of  the  parishes,  and  are  done  under  the  supervision  of  your 
Inspectors.  In  the  other  1 1 parishes,  the  work  is  carried  out  by 
the  responsible  persons  when  they  think  necessary. 

Scavenging  by  Contractors  is  carried  on  in  the  parishes  of 
Burnham,  Iver,  Datchet,  Langley,  Horton,  Fulmer,  and  Gerrards 
Cross. 

CoiOsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops  Order,  1885. — I am  informed 
by  your  Inspectors  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  86  Cowsheds, 
57  Dairies,  and  8 .Milkshops  on  the  register,  and  that  they  inspected 
each  of  them  at  least  4 times  during  the  year,  and  in  most 
instances  found  them  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition.  They  have 
furnished  me  with  full  details  concerning  the  dates  of  their  last 
inspections  in  tabulated  form  as  under  : — 

Factories  and  Workshops  Act. — In  the  district  there  are  128 
premises  coming  within  the  meaning  of  this  heading.  Details 
concerning  them  are  fully  shown  on  the  official  printed  form 
supplied  from  the  Home  Office  accompanying  this  report.
